BUDGETING OUR MONEY 


The federal government is working on a plan to 
budget $4,103 of your money for its expenses. 

That is what the $804 billion budget now in the 
works would cost each household in the nation. ‘The 
great news comes from that indefatigable private 
research organization, Tax Foundation, Inc. The figure 
is $1,214 higher than the bite of four years ago. 

As if that’s not enough, with April 15 still a near and 
not so dear recollection, the Foundation tells us that 
every dollar the average taxpayer has earned so far 
this year will, in effect, be earmarked to pay his federal, 
state and local taxes owed for this year. 

Put it another way: during the year, if his work 
week is 40 hours, it will take all of each Monday and 
until about a quarter after two p.m. Tuesday before he 
has earned enough to pay taxes and starts earning for 
himself. 

Tax Foundation even breaks down to an eight-hour 
daily time clock schedule this matter of how long one 
works to pay his taxes, as compared with his other 
expenditures: 

For taxes: two hours and 38 minutes. 


For housing and household operations: one hour,

“ACRES FOR SCICON” DRIVE RESUMED 


SECOND PAYMENT DUE DECEMBER 1 


VISALIA — The “Acres For 
Scicon” drive has resumed and is 
expected to keep up momentum 
through the month of June. 

Commenting on the 
County-wide campaign to gain 
1,000 additional acres for the 
Clemmie Gill School for Science 
and Conservation above 
Springville was H.D. Lovik, 
co-chairman and superintendent 
of the Visalia Unified School 
district, who said the drive now 
is about half way in gaining the 
1,000 acres. 

The acreage purchase 
agreement calls for a three-year 
payment period. The first phase 
was met last December when 
more than $73,000 was paid to 
the Southern California Land 
company owning the property 
adjoining the Scicon campus. 
The drive originated when the 
company announced that the 
land would be subdivided and 
sold for private mountain home 
sites, and a County-wide group 
of citizens, organized’ years ago 
to. promote and foster the 
school’s programs, ‘‘Friends of 
Scicon,” entered into agreement 
with the land company to 
purchase 1,000 acres of land 

. adjacent to the school. 

Scicon officials said “people 
problems” in the form of air and 
water pollution would develop if 
home sites were sold, and the 
natural environmental setting of 
the campus would be 
endangered, as well as animal 
and plant life. 

Next financial commitment 
date with the land company is 
December |, 1974, when slightly 
over $100,000 will be needed. 
Lovik said nearly $50,000 in 
cash has already been 
contributed and this second 
phase of the drive has been going 
well.

VISALIA — Sheriff Bob 
Wiley has been appointed Tulare 
County chairman in support of 
the proposed Mandatory 
Sentencing Initiative by the 
California Peace Officer’s 
association. 

Serving as co-chairmen with 
Wiley will be: Chief Tony 
Wanamaker, Dinuba Police

The committee’s goal is to 
obtain 3000 signatures from 
Tulare county voters as part of a 
state-wide drive to qualify the 
initiative for the ballot in the 
November’ 5th general election. 

If approved by the voters, the 
initiative would amend the Penal 
Code to prohibit granting 
probation to: 1) persons using a 
firearm during attempt or 
commission of specified violent 
crimes, such as murder, robbery, 
kidnapping and rape; 2) persons 
previously convicted of certain 
violent felonies who commit a 
subsequent felony while armed 
with a firearm or who are 
unlawfully armed at the time of 
arrest of said subsequent 
offense; 3) persons convicted of 
specified crimes relating to 
selling or offering to sell or 
possession for sale of heroin or 
cocaine; 4) persons convicted of 
certain burglaries who have two 
or more prior convictions for 
burglary. 

The initiative is endorsed by 
Attorney General Evelle 
Younger; the California Sheriffs 
association; the California Peace 
Officer’s association; the 
California Chiefs of Police 
association; and the Legislative 
Committee of the California 
District Attorney’s association.

Unless 
otherwise authorized, the 
section states, no person may 
possess more than one daily bag 
limit of each kind of fish, 
amphibian, mollusk or 
crustacean ‘“‘regardless of 
whether they are in a fresh 
condition or frozen, 
cold-packed, canned, dried, 
salted, piclked, smoked or 
otherwise preserved.”

Forest Industries in Chicago; 
from Elroy “Crazy Legs” Hirsh, 
all-time great Ram athlete who is 
now athletic director at the 
University of Wisconsin. 

From Del Courtney, director 
of administration, Oakland 
Raiders; and from California 
Governor Ronald Reagan, 
Senator Edward M. “Ted” 
Kennedy, California Senators 
Alan Cranston and John V. 
Tunney, Congressman Bob 
Mathias, and State Senator 
Howard Way. 

Included also is a letter of 
congratulations from the White 
House; a California State 
Assembly congratulatory 
resolution from Assemblyman 
Gordon Duffy; and 
communications from Forrest L. 
McAllister, editor and publisher 
of ‘*‘The School Musician” 
national magazine, and from 
James Christensen, music 
director for Disneyland and 
Disney World.

In connection with the latter 
event, he composed the 
widely-played ‘‘John F. 
Kennedy March.” 

Through the years Boudreau 
has .written more than 120 
compositions, including the 
“Rams Marching Song,” and 
official marches for several other 
professional football teams - the 
Cardinals, Falcons, Saints, 
Oilers, Cowboys, Raiders and 
Dolphins. His latest musical 
creations include “Say Ole,” 
“Soul Brothers,” and “Pisces.” 

During his professional music 
career, Boudreau has worked as 
a percussionist in motion picture 
studios and in the television 
industry. He is a life member of 
Musician Local No. 47. 

Much of Boudreau’s time in 
recent years has been devoted to 
youth endeavors. In_ this 
connection. he organized a 
Festival of Music for school 
bands in Brussels, Belgium, and 
he has festivals scheduled for 
1975 in Canada and Mexico. 

During his guest appearance 
in Porterville, Boudreau will 

direct the Panther band in a 
medley of his own 
compositions. In receiving the 
Frank Howard award he will be 
the first individual so honored 
who is not a graduate of 
Porterville high school.
